The New Mapt 

For long have tho Napoleons oloimed 
to be regarded as par excellence thomup- 
maker»-«f Earopo— a pretension which- 
allhongh, perhaps, not altogether with- 
out iouadation, ia little likely to bqi vIvo 
the preseut war. The last attempt of 
a Napoleoo at map-making has proved 
iuch a wretched fttiiare— has inflicted 
inch a blotch upon the bright esontcheon 
of i^rance that it is likely to prove the 
end of arrogant asanmption. But that 
thero will be a reconstrootion of central 
Europe 88 the immediate result of the 
preaent - war-may we not venture to 
aay the.; late war?-can scarcely be 
ddtxbted. Napoleon sought this war for 
the doable object of bolatoring up a 
tottering dynaBty and enlarging the 
bonndaries of France. To what ex- 
tent he contemplated territorial agran- 
dieement the world is aninlormed ; but 
it ia questionable whether, ia the event 
of that brilliant Buccesa upon which ho 
appears to have reckoned, ho would 
have been content with making the 
Bhine the eastern boundary of i^'ranco. 
Indeed, it Is no secret that not long be- 
fore the war be spoke very signifioantly 
»boat the French-speaking (.anions of 
Switzerland, and declared that in Pied- 
mont it WBB imposaible to decide where 
French ended and Italian began ! iJut 
Napoleon'* views ia-mip-making lose 
much of their iraportatfoe with tho ter- 
minalioaof his power to carry them 
into iffect. I', now ooncoroa the world 
mora to know Bismarck's views. Ketd. 
inff his intentions in tho dim and un- 
certain light of electricity, his territorial 
ambition would appear to be bounded 
by the Vo8ges. Will the Groat Powers 
oonbeat to the acquisition of Alsace and 
Lorraine by -Prussia? It is mtunited 
that Austria and Bassia object, but 
that Great Br.tain favors tl»e arrange- 
mtut tVhatever claims Prussia mignl 
be preBumod to posBess, we should rd, 
gretif such were to be the territorial 
MBult of the present war. It should be 
the earnest aim, as it is the undoubted 
riKbt of the Groat Powers to make Buch 
territorial adjustments as will secure 
the peace and make this the last as u 
has been the moat wan ton and bloody 
Buropean war. ■^'>wl» lhi« to be at. 
Wined ? Not by giving Alsace and 
Lorrai. a to Prussia. It is in tho intor- 
•Bt and for the peace of Prussia herself 
that these provinces should not be 
added to her territory, for they Would 
form an element of weakness and ni- 
tereit. Those provinovs — more French 
than German in language and feeling— 
woold never become Prussian in heart. 
In 1864 PruBsian earth-hunger led her 
toolar ^orlh.. HolsJein was not alto- 
gether nndesirable. Valuable in itself 
and as a means of rounding off her termor^ 
i»l gymetrry, its people wore, perhaps 
mora German ibau Dunisli in bcut and 
toogu". Bat in Sehieswig evtry one 
of those condiii'MiB was more or less 
wanting; and th'3 conseqaeuce ia that 
Bohle'wig forms an elein'*nt of weak- 
ness and difloootent iu.the north. And 
•0 it would ho with ' Alsace and Lor- 
faine. Regarding the subject from the 
broader and nsore important stand- 
point still stronger roasons will be dis- 
corered why the Great Powers should 
object to the absorption of. these pro- 
?lai0D9 by Prassia. Such an arrangen 
ment, so far from promoting the peace 
of Europe and preserving the " balance 
ofpjwer," would greatly tend to en- 
danger both. Prussia has enough oi 
territory— rather more, us had been 
seen, than is good for her, and rather 
more than she had just clairn to. Slie 
is quite nowerful enough and formidable 
enough already. Franco and Prussia 
will never got on peaceably aa next 
door neighbors. They have not done 
80 in the past; and they would most 
BBsaredly not be more likely to do so m 
the future, were the latter peroiittod to 
make Alsace aad Lorraine Prussian by 
force, as tho rosaU of war. Such an 
arrangomont would, in reality, render 
the peace of Europe lo?s assured than 
over What, then, is to bo done? Is 
Prussia to be content with mere Indom- 
nifiofttiOQiin. the money exccnaes of a 
war which hiis cbit hundrod^i of thou- 
MndH 01 her beH cons, a war into which 
she was most unjustly forced, and in 
which hor succos-ses have placed her in 
ft position to dictate terms ? Certainly 
not It has been soon that the acquisi- 
tion of Alsace and. Lorraine . w,oa!d, to 
,fty the lea.t, be a^doubtful 'good to 
Prussia and an element of danger to 
Baropo. Lot these provinces, together 
with Luiomburg, ba added on t) Bol- 
eium and let tho indel)ondonco and 
noutr'alitv of thai kingdom bo guaran- 
teed, by all the Burouoan Powers. Ihus 
there woolJ inlorvouing between 
Franco and Prussia an independent 
and neutral kingdom with a territorial 
area of twenty-five thousand square 
miles and a Franco-Germau' population 
of eiKht millions— at once a pledge of 
the peace of Europe and tho Boainieu. 
ance of tho balance of power. To such 
an arrangement Franco would ecaroely 
be entitled to object, at le^st as multorn 
Btand at the present time, Prussia should 
"ot ohjoc, and all the Great Powers 
^icht bo presumed willingly to oonsem. 
WHh such an arrangement Europe might 
partially, at least, disarm. 

Tbt Tariff Question Agaiu. 

lu his issue of yeeterday our local 
contemporary returns to the, aubject of 
tho OustouiB Tariff!, and teltoraioB the 



absurd proposition to meet foreign pro- 
ductions with a differential duty or tax, 
asserting that for our Legislature to 
make sach an arrangement a condition 
of BOcepting the Terms aad need delay 
Union. It will scarcely bo necessary 
to point oat what must bo perfectly ob- 
vious to the most ordinary intellect, 
that to olog the Terms with any new 
couditiona would bo to render Iresh ne- 
gotiations necessary and, conauquontly, 
10 render delay inevitable. This would 
be the case even if tli'o ' n'ew " boiiditfonB 
wero admissible, which they certainly 
are not. We would not wish to bo un« 
dergtood as taking tho position that the 
country should unqueslioningly accept 
tho Terms agreed upon between tho two 
Govarbments purely -6b the groand of 
avoiding delay; What wo wish to say 
is that the people would not bo consult" 
ing their true interests in incurring do- 
lay for a queationuble good which the 
Dominion Government will never concede. 
In negotiating the Terras, probably no 
snbjoot received a more careful, earnest 
and exhaustive disoussiou than that 
underlying tho whole question of Cus- 
toms TarifT-f, and tho Ddlegatoa really 
brought back the only choice that could 
be conceded in thia mattef^^j^CEbeedliior 
0/ the Standard is never without his 
hobby When un oloctiou ia near.
